The stories the men 
toll of oppression, huadshrp and crnelty 
to themselves, thuir wives and children 
by the d( pufcy marshals aud federal 
troops, aro similar to those which some- 
times come from Siberia. The men say 
that when it became apparent that they 
could not 130111 a living at the reduced 
rate of wages and starvation staring 
them and their families in the face, 
power was, given tho deputy marshals 
to ejecc chftm from the company's 
houses, and tho work of eviction began. 


Many of the men were thrown bodily 


from their homes, their wives aud chil- 
dren beaten atid bruised aud their fur- 
niture aud personal effects destroyed, 
after which they were loaded into box- 
cars like cattlo and shipped out of the 
territory. 


The stories of brutality told by tho 
men from the Hartshorne district are 
revolting in 
the 
extreme. August 


Smith, one of tho Hartsliorno miners, 
says that last Thiusduy truops came at 
his honsu mid urrcsr«l him. They would 
not allow him to put on his shoes and 
coat and refused to let the family cat 
breakfast. Tlie soldiers threw his fur- 
niture into a wagon mid then asked 
Smith's wife if she wimterl to go. 
"No," she said, "I have worked for 


this home, and if 1 leave yon will have 
to shoot me." 


"The house was built by mo and be- 
longed to rn<>," says Smith, "though I 
hud no legal title feat. Tho commander 
ordered the privates to put my wife and 
five children out. They jumped at her, 
one of them pulling a knife, and took 
the baby from her breast. Then four or 
five took h ji and drugged her and tlrrow 
her headtii st into the wagon. We wero 
then carted to the station and put in a 
boxciu-." 


Dozens cf other similar stories aro told. 
Most of the miue-rs and families wero 
thrown out curly in tho morning in a 
driving iaiu aiiel no cnue given them 
to eke-ss eir cut breakfast. In one in- 
stance, a family of four wore evicted 
neur Andorvm. The wife of the evicted 
miner was struck m cr tho head with a 
Winchester and severely maltreated by 
the solelicrs.
